DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
analysis is misspelled. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 8, 11, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 8 appears to be to an 
abstract idea rather than a practical application of the idea. Claim 8 does not result in a 
physical transformation nor does it appear to provide a useful, concrete and tangible 
result. Specifically, it does not appear to produce a tangible result because merely 
predicting an initial time is nothing more than a thought or idea in the mind of a person 
doing the predicting. Thus, there is no tangible result. Therefore, claim 8 appears non- 
statutory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7, 9, and 10 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose or suggest analyzing QC 
measurements and based on those measurements storing selected samples of FE 
measurements in permanent memory as specifically called for in the claimed 
combination of claim 1 .

Response to Arguments
